MILK PRODUCERS SAY 
PROFIT IS TOO SMALL. 


‘DAIRYMEN ONLY “MAKE LIV- 
ING,” SENATE INVESTIGA- 
TORS ARE TOLD.

| SACRAMENTO, March 11.—A 
great many dairymen in California 
are “making a living’ from their 
business, but not many of them are 
making a profit, according to testi- 
mony given today at the legislative 
food inquiry by S. M. Ayers, secre- 
tary of the Assocfated Dairymen of 
California. J. V Short, a distributor 
from Modesto, testified he made no 
profit last year on sales of milk, 
but he did receive some profit from 
Sales of ice cream and by-products. 
A. Meister, of Sacramento, both a 
preducer and distributor, told the 
committee he thought the price of 
13 cents a quart for milk to the con- 
sumer in Sacramento was legitimate. 
. He testified that at a meeting of 
local Gdifyrieh ldst fall an effort was 
made io raise the price to 14 cents, 
but that he objected. He said milk 
that was sold at 81-3 cents a quart 
before the war was being sold today 
c 13 cents. 

Meister agreed with a number of 
other winesses that the increase over 
post-war prices was due to the in-

Indorses Principles of Consti- 
tution, Offers Amendments. 


Wants a Clear Exposition of 
Monroe Doctrine Inserted. 


Asserts Basis of Representa- 
tion Unfair to America. 


A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, March 11.—Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan issued a state- 
ment here tonight indorsing the 
League of Nations, but suggesting 
amendments to the proposed con- 
stitution, which, among other things, 
would preserve specifically the Mon- 
roe Doctrine, enlarge the proportion- 
ate voting power of the United States 
and make it clear that each member 
nation might decide for itself wheth- 
er it would support decrees of the 
league’s general council. 

While pointing to imperfections, 
Mr. Bryan urged that they should 
not be allowed to lead to rejection 
of the plan, declaring that risks to 
be run in ancaiting the league were 
less than those involved in rejection 
and returning “‘to the old ways of 
blood and slauchter.”’ 

Mr. Bryan dictated the statement 
from his sick bed“at the home of 
friends, where he has been confined 
for nearly three weeks. He said the 
League of Nations idea, the greatest 
step toward peace in a thousand 
years, was taken from the thirty ar- 
bitration treaties negotiated by the 
United States while he was Secre- 
tary of State. It was not to be ex- 
pected, he said, that so great an 
idea would be made perfect in detail 
in so short a time. and added that, 
while President Wilson “had done 
the best he cpuld,.” he would be 
helped by intelligent and friendly 
criticism from the American public. 

GREAT STEP FORWARD. 

The statement follows: 

“The League of Nations is the 
greatest step toward peace in a thou- 
sand years. The idea of substitit- 
ing reason for force in the settle- 
ment of international disputes it« tn 
itself an epoch-making advance. The 
constitution of the league as ani- 
nounced provides for three things, 
which constitute in themselves an 
advantage,.the importance of which 
can scarcely be estimated. Delib- 
eration before war, the investigation 
of all disputes of their kind and 
character before hostilities begin. 
This almost ends war. The idea is 
taken front the thirty treaties nezo- 
tiated by the United States with 
three-quarters of the world. Our 
nation, therefore, gives to the peace 
league its greatest piece of ma- 
chinery. 

“Second. the reduction of arma- 
ments will make it impossible for 
a nation to prevare for war without 
notifving the world of its intention. 

“Third, the abolition of secret 
treaties, which wil] do much to pre-. 
vent the combinations which lead 
to war. If the League of Nations 
did nothing more than provide these 
three things ovr nation would be 


most. 3 
WILL TAKE TIME, 

“It is not to be expected that so 
great an idea as the League of Na- 
tiens would be made perfect in de- 
tell In eo short a time. There are 
defects that should be corrected, and 
the fullest discussion of proposed 
amendments should be Invited. The 
newepapers of Great Britain, France 
and Italy are not backward in the 
expression of their views as to 
changes that should te mace. Why 
shonld the Armeritcan people be at- 
lent? Ours is the nation most infiu- 
ential in the league. and most pow- 
erful because most disinterested. Its 
people shanld heln bw free and frank 
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feet to interfere with your work.

“T venture to point out certain 
amendments that should, in my 
judgment, be made in the Interest 
of a stronger and better leacue. 

“First, the basi« of representation 
is not fair to the United States. A 
comparison of voting strength will 
show that. while our nation ts the 
most powerful In the combination, 
whether measured hy population, 
wealth or moral tnflvence, it has no 
larger vote than nations much in- 
ferior In povulation, wealth and in- 
finerce. This inequality ovghf, if 
posetble, to be corrected, for justice 
is the only foundation upon which 
any institution can rest in perrna- 
nent security. 


ADMISSION TERMS UNFAIR. 


“Second, the terms of admission 
to nations that may desire to foin 
hereafter are not fair. To require a 
two-thirds vote to admit a new na- 
tion suerests the social club, where 
a few black balls may keen out an 
wnecongenial annlicant. This world 
league ie for the world. The Presi- 
dent has well said thet our nation 
is not interested in a league unless 
all nations it. The qualifica- 
tion for admission ouzht to be fixed, 
and then it onght to be made as 
easv: as possible for those who are 
qualified to gain admission. Under 
no circumstances shonld the consent 
of more than a majority be required 
for the admission of any qualified 
nation. 

“The faults of the constitution are 
found to be in ite indefiniteness 
rather than In things positively ob- 
jJectionable. For instance, it is not 
stated with sufficient clearness that 
the Monroe Doctrine is preserved. 
Our nation is not asking to be per- 
mitted to assist in the settlement of 
Furdpean disputes, and, therefore, 
it ought not to be asked to give up 


ern hemisphere as a-condition prece- 
dent to its entry to the league. Then, 
too, it Is not stated with sufficient 
clearness that a league member is 
not required to become a prandatory. 
Tt ought to be definitely stated that 
a nation esked to become a manda- 
tory is at liberty to accept or decline. 
Again, tt should be made clear that 
the league is nat to interfere in the 
internal affairs’ of the nations be- 
longing to the leagte. The league is 
for the settlement of international 
disputes, not for the adjustment of 
differences between a nation and its 
own people. 


SUPPORTS SEPARATE RIGHTS. 


“Another matter that should be 
made clear—and nothing can be 
more important than this—that each 
nation has a right to decide for itself 
whether it will undertake the’things 
advised by the general council. The 
language of the constitution, while 
not definite, would seem to indicate 
that no nation is required to furnish 
force to back up a decision of the 
council. But no doubt should be 
left on this subject. This nation 
cannot afford to allow a council in 
which it has so small a voice to 
carry it into war against its will. 
Our people will have as much sense 
when the time comes to act as they 
have now and they will have more 
light to guide them. When the 
emergency arises, and they under- 
stand all the circumstances and con- 
ditions, they may be willing to as- 
sist by force, but they cannot decide 
in advance or allow a council to 
decide for them. 

AGAINST BOYCOTTS. 

“The constitution of the league 
would seem to imply the right of the 
council to compel the declaration of 
an economic boycott by the members 
of the league. This is not quite so 
serious as the declaration of war, but 
economic boycott is likely to develop 
into a war and an economic boycott 


the nations that want to declare it. 
Our interests may not be identical 
in this respect and we ought to have 
a right to say at the time whether 
we would declare such a boycott. 

“T venture to suggest that the 
scope of the league’s work might 
well be extended beyond what is now 
contemplated. A supstitute for war 
must be able to deal with every sit- 
vation that can become a cause of 
war. One of the most fruitful causes 
of war hag been the necessity for 
expansion. Growing nations, feeling 
the necessity for more room, have 
often gone to war on some clumsy 
pretext, when ‘the real purpose has 
been to secure territory for an in- 
creasing population. The right to 
live is one of the inalienable rights. 
It is a primal right and that must 
be recognized in nations as well as 
individuals. 

SETTLE LAND CLAIMS. 

“Nations exercise the right of tak- 
ing unused land and distributing it 
among those who need it. So, if the

PERFECT, NOT REJECT. 

“IT have suggested what seemed 
tq me to be desirable changes, some 
being. modifications, some being 
merely more explicit statements. I 
conclude as I began, that, while we 
should endeavor to make the league 
as nearly perfect as possible, 
should not allow its imperfections 
to lead to its rejection. We must 
take risks no matter whether we 
accept the league or reject it. The 
risks that we take in aceepting it 
are lees than the risk we take if we 
reject it and turn back to the old 
ways of blood and slaughter. God 
grant that those who are intrusted 
with the launching of this great 
work may have the wisdom to so 
purge it of selfishness and greed, 
and so infuse into it the spirit of 
the prince of peace, as to make it 
the end of war.”

Quoting Senator Knox as stating 
that the executive council was vested 
with power to declare war, Mr. Taft 
continued: . 

“I submit in all fairness that there 
never Was a more palpable nonse- 
quitur than this. I venture to think 
that were Senator Knox charged as 
Secretary of State with construcing 
the obligations of the United States 
under this covenant, he would, on 
behalf of the United States, sum- 
marily reject such a construction un- 
less the words used make such dele- 
gation clear. 


DISAGREES WITH KNOX. 
“Artiole VIII provides that the ex- 
ecutive council shall determine for 


the consideration and action of the 
several governments what military 
eqdipment and armament is fair and 
reasonable on the proportion to the 
scale of force laid down in the pro- 
gramme of disarmament formulated 
by it, and these limits, when adopt- 
ed, shall not be exceeded without the 
permission of the executive council. 
This leaves wholly to the govern- 
ments the acceptance or rejection of 
the proposed limitation. 

“Senator Knox says that, as this 
recommendation will be made with 
the consent of our representative on 
the council, we shall be in honer 
bound to accept the limitation and 
bind ourselves. It is difficult to fol- 
low this reasoning. The body which 
is to accept the lMmitation is the 
Congress of the United States. Why 
should the Congress of the United 
States be bound by a President to 
represent the United States in this 
function, in respect to a matter of 
great importance under the control 
of Congress?” .

SOPRANO SONG RECITAL. 


FRENCH ORGANIST AND AMERI- 
CAN SOPRANO 


By Jeanne Redman. 
Three American girls have ap- 


citals, all of them soprancs, and all 
of them possessing an air of the un- 
mistakable prima donna in finesse 
and savoir faire. Last evening May 
Peterson, the third American s5s0- 
prano of the season, sang at Trinity 
Auditorium, thereby ending in the 
minds of her audience any possible 
doubts as to the permanent arrival 
of the American singer. 

It is curious to observe the differ- 


ence between the Buropean and 
American recitalist in the mauner of 
their presentation of a progranime. 
The European, who tours this coun- 
try, is formal and adheres strictly 
to the business in hane, while the 
American brings with her, from the 
moment of her appearance on the 
Stage, an air of informality and in- 
timacy, and takes us, as it were, into 
her secrets. Anna Cage insisted that 
we sing with her, “The Battle Hymn 
of the Republic,” and May Peterson 
talked to us last evening, very much 
as though we were in a drawing- 
room. She gave little bits of in- 
formation about her programme, and 
announced her pleasure at being in 
the city almost in the manner of 
@ beautiful and charming politician, 
if such a thing can be imagined! 
When she sang the “Alletujah” of 
Mozart, which she did with taste and 
discrimination, she announced that 
for her, the thank-offering was for 
her being in our midst. Her voice 
is not a pure coloratura, it is actual- 
ly a mezzo-s0prano, and her teach- 
ing is of the. school of Jean de 
Reszke. She has a beautifully clear 
production, and will be far in ad- 
vance of her, class in singers when 
She has surmounted the difficulties 
which beset the path of the soprano, 
an uncertainty of pitch in the de- 
scending intervals, and a tendency 
to monotony.

AILURE OF OF LAND LEGISLATION. 
Despite the emergency facing the na- 
tion in its oil supplies, Congress adjourned 
without affording to the much-harasse4 op- 
erators of California, Wyoming and other 
States affected by the many withdrawal or- 
ders since 1909 the slightest relief. Be- 
fore the final misfortune came Senator Pitt- 
man, who has conducted the four-years’ 
fight for justice, said that if legislation 
failed to pass before adjournment he saw 
little hope for the future. However, he has 
since stated that he is resolved to try again 
next session, when he says that the new 
rules will be in effect prohibiting more than 
en hour's talk by any Senator and will pre- 
vent another filibuster like that of La Fol- 
lette which killed the bill last session. 

The failure of ali relief legislation has 
been largely due to the policy of the dema- 
gogic publicity on the part of its opponents. 
Fillmg newspapers and magazines with 
their stories for years, with an ingenuous 
appearance of frankness—a thing which has 
really been wholly lacking—the enemies of 
the oil producers have succeeded in poison- 
ing the public mind against their cause, 
and the. oil men have responded by sending 
to Washington lobbyists to buttonhole Con- 
gressmen and Senators and whisper their 
arguments in their ears. The very sugges- 
tion of using printer's Ink on a large scale 
for their deserving cause has been scorned 
by leading oil interests and their adv 
While their enemies have been telling the 
world that they were land looters, robbers 
and rogues of the first water, the ofl men 
have strangely resorted to tactics that 
Might have been expected of profiteers of 
the kind which their opponents would have 
the world believe them to be. Strange! If 
there is to be any hope of relief in the fu- 
ture there should be a change of tactics in. 
this respect, if it ig not already too late. 

Meanwhile, the State. nation and world 
are clamoring for the oil which the national 
government forbids us to produce. The 
situation is grave, but Congress trifies with 
it and two leading executive departments 
stand in opposition to action. Possibly the 
retirement of Atty.Gen. Gregory from the 
Cabinet may help a little, but that remains 
to be seen. 

The situation is now just what ft has 
been for the past five years, or since the 
government began itg legal attack upon 
these who located lands withdrawn by an 
authority so doubtful that President Taft 
admitted that he seriously questioned it 
bimself, and so doubtful that the United 


States Supreme Court only upheld it by a 


bare majority, after all the lower courts 
bad upheld the locators. All the unpatented 
lands of the Midway-Sunset district (which 
would be, by far, the biggest producer if 
allowed to develop) ere fenced by litiga- 
tion and by executive order. Large areas 
in prospective fields are either actually tied 
up or threatened with a tie-up should any- 
one find oll. The same condition extsts in 
Wyoming, Montana, Utah, Arizona and else- 
where. Not even a small area of public 
lands remaining in Louisiana has been over- 
looked in the government's desperate and 
determined efforts to harass the oi] indus- 
try and to prevent development. Apparent- 
ly, Texas, the only State which owns its 
public lands, alone is safe. As a result it 
fis going ahead by leaps and leaps, opening 
new oil fields all the time. ' 

The failure of the leasing bill, which car- 
ried with it the relief for operators now 
tied up in litigation, was due to several 
causes, direct and contributing. The ab- 
sence from Washington at the critical mo- 
ment of Senator Phelan was a factor. Mr. 
Phelan was a member of the Public Lands 
Committee; his signature was needed on 
the report; and it was held up for ten days 
when every hour was precious until, finally 
he Was allowed to sign by proxy. Of course 
the bill might have failed, anyhow, but 
with more time it might have succeeded. 
The Senate rules made the filibuster possi- 
ble. 

But the main cause of the of] men’s de- 
feat lies deeper than such matters as a few 
days of time, the absence of a Senator or 
any temporarily contributing factors. 

First, the blame must be traced to the 
bitter agitation against the Standard Oi! 
Company, an agitation in which ignorant 
writers gave the public the entirely false. 
idea that “oll” is synonymous with “Stand- 
ard Oi1,” so that today many persons are 
rejoicing over the defeat of justice for ofl 
men on the theory that thereby a blow has 
been struck at the Standard. | | 

Second, much trouble ig due to the agita- 
tion started back in the Roosevelt admin- 
stration for so-called conservation. With 
reference to oil, the conservationists have 
spread broadcast the idea that the world 
ig about to exhaust its supply of ofl and 
that, therefore, all that remains must be 
carefully locked up and preserved for future 
generations, regardless of the effect upon 
the present generation. 

But for these two agitations, we would 
be safe in saying the oil land withdrawals 
would never bave been made. 

Third, the ofl industry is now guffering 
because of the failure years ago of Con- 
gress to enact and of the oil operators to 
demand a common-sense law for the acqul- 
sition of titles to public oil lands. The 
application of the placer-mining law to oll 
was a makeshift compromise, logically ab- 
surd and leading to abuses so well known 
that it would be useless to enumerate them. 

Fourth, the leasing plan was finally adopt. 
ed and urged upon Congress by the Execu- 
tive. Convinced that they must take leas- 
ing or faca.a worse alternative, the ofl men 
generally have accepted leasing in princt- 


ple and pushed the proposed law to the ut- — 


most, although few really desired it. 

However, there fs still a strong opposition 
fn and out pf Congress to leasing by the 
government as a principle. Of this oppost- 
tion Senator Smoot is the leading exnonent. 
He was chiefly responsible forthe failure of 
the bill last session, although he ts strongly 
in favor of relief for the operators on the 
withdrawn lands. 

Fifth, but ahead of some causes in !m- 


portance are the naval reserves and the . 


stubborn opposition of Secretary Daniels. 
When the late bill was reported favorably 
it was thought by many that he had accept- 
ed it, but at the eleventh hour be came out, 
declaring his undying opposition. 

Sixth comeg the unceasing opposition of 
Atty.Gen. Gregory and the course followed 
by the representatives of his department 
whom he sent to California to conduct the 
prosecutions of ofl land litigation—particu- 
larly that of the late FE. J. Justice, a North 
Carolina attorney. personal friend of Sec- 
retary Daniels, who during his life shaped 
the policy of two departments, so far as off 


was concerned. His influence has continued 
potent even after he ig gone. 

Seventh, the strange attitude of Secretary 
of the Interior Lane. Himself of California, 
personally in touch with the of] industry, 
knowing thoroughly the justice of ite cause 
and the injustice of the opposition, Mr. 
Lane nevertheless failed to take any firm 
stand against the coufse of Daniels and 
Gregory. Whatever he has spoken, his 
voice hag been weak and subdued, while 
the other fellows have fairly bellowed from 
the housetops, thus catching the attention 
of both Congress and the generally-unin- 
formed public. In more ways than one his 
course is hard to explain. Most of us have 
Ceased trying to explain it. 


MEXICAN PUZZLE. 


it Is to be accomplished is a subject that is 
engaging the attention of several countries. 
In Los Angeles recently the “Nationalist 
Alliance” was organized by men who were 
at one time prominent in the Mexican re- 
public. The purpose of the alliance is to 
unite factions and interests opposed to the 
Carranza administration and to work as ef- 
fectively as possible throughout the United 
States for setting up a strong, constructive 
government in Mexico with men of ability 
and integrity at the helm. Members of the 
alliance say the Carranza administration is 
an utter failure and must be replaced by 


In an address before the Council on For- 
eign Relations in New York recently Dr. 
Norman Bridge said that Mexican rehabilil- 
tation and development could only be 
brought about by the use of capital. The 
government owes fn interest alone approxi- 
mately $110,000,000 and, he said, will need 
for a starter $290,000,000 United States 
money to build up rafiroads and industries 
and take care of pressing obligations. This 
money, he believes, would almost to a cer- 
tainty have to come from United States 
eapitalists and not from any government. 

Dr. Bridge adds that capitalists will not 
lend the money unless they can be assured 
of adequate security. Carranza’s efforts to 
bring about order, he says. are meeting 
with poor success and hig people are tired 
and long for peace and security. Concern- 
ing steps that might be taken to restore or- 
der and stability in Mexico Dr. Bridge said: 

“Mexico should invite us to join with her 
in forming an international commission of 
our citizens and her own, to be empowered 
to supervise the expenditure of the money 
advanced, and control the collection of mon- 
ey for the payment of the loans and inter- 
est—then the whole problem would be 
solved, and both peoples could be blessed 
if not happy. 

“Nor is such a scheme ftmpossible. It 
would depend on whether the two peoples 
have the more good sense, more eadaptabil- 
ity to new and difficult problems—or the 
more pride of authority and the heroics of 


dignity. 

“Commercially we build houses, railroads 
and public works on the basis indicated, 
and feel no disparagement of dignity: and 
many times na s have given to such com- 
missions tasks ‘of perplexing sorte. Why 
not so Téefimance a nation demoralized by 
years of internecine frightfulness. with m/!l- 
ae of ite helpless people praying for re- 


A former Mexican officer, in a letter to 
Gen. Leonard Wood, also takes the position 
that adequate measures must be taken to 
make thé'M@xican republic not only’ stable, 
but solvent. He says: 

“The Mexican question covers a wide 
range. It includes the solution of such 
problems as economical and social educa- 
tion; of labor with its international rela- 
tions; of y and commerce; of every- 
thing, in , that enters into the life and 
pursuit of happiness, because everything 
has been destroyed, or at least deeply un- 
dermined, in consequence of the revolution. 

“How can a strong and honest sovern- 
ment be established? Unquestionably by 
assembling together a group of honest, hon- 
orable, capable and patriotic men ready and 
willing to disinterestedly serve their coun- 
try in its hour of need. These men must 
supersede the present administration rep- 
resentatives in Mexico and the various 
states comprising the republic. 

“How can thig change of men and prin- 
eiples be effected? The present govern- 
ment of the Mexican republic is established 
fn with the constitution of that 
country. It might be repugnant to the Unit- 
ed States government to violently force it 
out of existence. On the other hand, the 
interests of the United States and of other 
nations, as well as those of the Mexicans 


ity, that the existing Mexican government 
be either reformed or entirely eliminated. 
Elimination by a general armed interven- 
tion, while undoubtedly the most effectual 
method, might be inopportune at the pres- 
ent moment, resulting ag it would in de 
struction of life and property unavoidable 
in military operations with the consequent 
increase in the public debt. Furthermore, 
armed intervention would, without question, 
leave in its wake a persistently hostile feel. 
ing against the invaders which would mili- 
tate against the achievement of peace and 
concord on both sides of the border. 


“But, taking Into account the present eco- 
nomical difficulties existing in Mexico, the 
government can be eliminated by. peaceful 
means. Mexico stands today a delinquent 
debtor to all the world, with that indebted- 
ness constant)y increasing. This state of 
affairs cannot be permitted by the creditors 
to continue forever, and the most natural 
thing for them to do is to demand payment 
of the amounts overdue and, in case of non- 
payment, attach the debtor's property. The 
attachable properties of Mexico nearest at 
hand are the customhouses on the border 
and on the seacoasts, which could be occu- 
pied with very little dificulty. The seizure 
of customhouses for the purpose of collect- 
ing international debts is recognized in in- 
ternational law and has been done with fre. 
quency, when circumstances demanded it. 
Once the Mexican government is attached 
in this way it would fail like a h of 
cards within a month, for it has lost its 
only foundation and stay—the moral sup- 
port of the United States—which at this 
writing recognizes Mexico as a friendly 


power. 

“But what about the formation of the 
new government? In case an armed inter- 
vention is not decided upon, Carranza him- 
self could be required to name his succes- 
sor—a person designated by the interven- 
ing power. 

“New men must be found, and a strong, 
capable leader brought forth. A well-disci- 
plined army must be created, which ts an- 
Other difficulty to be contended with, &n- 
other problem to be solved. Finally, the 
new government must be supplied with 
everything needed, both morally and mate- 
rially, in order that discipline and good gov- 
ernment may be establish in Mexico.”

Noted French Chaplain has 
Eight Decorations. 


High Commission Member is 
Guest of Angelenos. 


A notable guest, highly honored 
by the French government and by 
the Catholic church, of which he 1s 
a beloved son, was a visitor in Los 
Angeles yesterday — Canon G. B. 
Cabanel, head chaplain of the Sev- 
enth French Army, titular chaplain 
of the Sixty-sixth Division of the 
“Blue Devils,” and member of the 
the 


United States. While in Los Ange- 
les he was the guest of Mr. and Mrs. 


P. J. McGarry, 962 South Vermont 
avenue, and Miss Agnes J. Heid of 
the Gates Hotel. Mrs. McGarry and 
Miss Heid are members of French 
families that have had a long friend- 
ship with Father Cabanel. 

Bishop Cantwell had arranged for 
this distinguished visitor to make a 
series of addresses in Los Angeles, 
but the French government called 
him home, and he was here on his 
way from San Francisco to the At- 
lAntic Coast, after four months spent 
on the Pacific Coast, and seventeen 
months in the United States. 

During his stay in San Francisco, 


by his wonderful personality, and 
won great admiration for the “Blue 
Devils” of France, whose soul he 
came to reveal. 

Canon Cabanel was accompanied 
from San Francisco to Los Angeles 
by Rev. Joseph LeBihan, one of the 
Marist Fathers of that city, and here 
he was joined by Capt. R. Touhy. 
They will go from Los Angeles to 
New Orleans, Washington and New 
York, and thence to Paria. 

Canon Cabanel has received eight 
medals from the French govern- 
ment and is the recipient of the 
Legion of Honor medal, digmond- 
studded, the gift of Gen. De 
chni, present French military gov- 
ernor of Alsace. The Legion of 
Honor medal was conferred for 
bravery at Mulhausen, where, at a 
convent under German fire, he and 
two French nuns femoved 500, 
wounded soldiers from the upper 
floors to the basement and first 
floor, during an engagement where- 
in the French were thrown back 
eight times. 

From the oldest state university 
of France, Montpellier, where. he 
Was attached as chaplain, Canon 
Cadane] was called by the govern- 
ment to serve as chaplain with the 
famous “Blue Devils,” or “Chasseurs 
Alpines.” He volunteered his serv- 
ices the first day of the war, and 
remained in the trenches of the 
Luckman Wellerkopf, in the Somme 
and the Argonne for thirty-eight 
months, until he succumbed to gas 
sheils and was taken to a hospital. 
For three months he was complete- 
ly paralyzed. Upon recovery, Presi- 
dent Poincare sent Canon Cabanel!l 
on a special mission to the United 
States. 

In his actual experiences on the 
field, Father Cabane) saw 30,000 of 
his “Blue Devils” die, and he helped 
to a 10,000 of them in one grave- 
yard. n his work he has had a re- 
number of thrilling ex- 
periences.
